Romulus water and sewer rates 
may be in the process of becoming a 
“political football” between some 
members of the city council and 
Mayor James Stewart’s 
administration. 

Stewart charges that a majority of 
the council is making a political 
issue of it, while at the same time 
several council members respond 
that there is a lack of 
communication between the two 
parties. 

“We’re losing some $32,000 per 
month in water and sewer charges 
and have been advised by our legal 
counsel that we may be in violation 
of the city charter.” Stewart said 


A record 700 Romulus voters were 
issued the new “punch-card” 
absentee ballots for yesterday’s 
election and that high number could 
very well mean either victory or 
defeat for certain area candidates. 

"The absentee voter number is by 
far the most we’ve ever had,” 
Romulus City Clerk Leonard 
Folmar said yesterday afternoon. 
“And, incidently, because of our 
mini-computers, they will be the 
first votes counted. 

“11 the pu rich-card system works 
well, we hope to go cityrwide with it 
as soon as possible at all polling 
places,” he said. 


yesterday, “If we are, the state can 
take action against us.” 

In a legal odnion. attorney Peter 
O’Rourke stated that, “Throughout 
our review of the water and sewer 
ordinance, it has become clear that 
the current rate charges, including 
the Oct. 5, 1976, increase, are 
insufficient to meet the costs 
incurred by the city for its water and 
sewer operation.’’ 

“The rates and charges for any 
municipal public utility, including 
the furnishing of water, sewer, light, 
heat, power or gas shall be fixed as 
to meet the costs of such utility,” 
according to the city charter. 

O’Rourke advised that the rates 
and charges should be increased to 
meet the costs of the water and 
sewer operations as is required by 

the dty charter. 


Although several breakdowns of 
voting machines took place, Folmar 
said that extra machines were on 
hand at all polling places, so 
residents spent little extra time in 
line. 

Of the 14,000 registered voters in 
Romulus, 4,397 had pulled the lever 
of their choice by 3 p.m., according 
to the city clerk. 

The big surge of voters «wos 
expected to flow into the fc'p.n'- 
between the hours of 5 and 
culaclnating a pressa mi\K 
campaign and various local, county, 
state and national contests that set 
records in the amount of money 
spent. 


The letter recommended that the

“The mayor says his door is always 
open, but we are busy people and 
don’t have time to stop by his 
office.”

go over the ordinance and bring up 
to date any inadequacies that may 
be found,” Mrs. Lee said “After 
doing that, we can determine what 
the final amount of increase is 
needed. 

“I feel we on the council get little 
or no information on the matters 
brought before us,” she said. 
“Another thing. I’d like an answer to 
why it took the city five months to 
raise Metropolitan Airport water 
rates if the need for money was so 
desperate.” 

Mrs. Lee, who voted in favor of 
raising the rates on its first hearing 
on Aug. 19, changed her mind and 
voted against the increase on Aug. 
31. “After investigating the matter 
more thoroughly, I thought it 
needed a lot more study than we 


had given it,” she said 

Another council member, Gerry 
Cane jo, also voted for the raise at 
the first hearing and against it on 
Aug. 31. 

“I wanted to give the matter a 
hearing,” he explained, “but I don’t 
feel the raise should be implemented 
all at once. It’s not the people’s fault 
that more money is needed. But I 
feel it should be increased over a six- 
to 12-month period,” he said. 

Cane jo agreed that the water and 
sewer rate hike, with its complex 
variations and possible solutions on 
how to pay tie increased rates, 
needed more study. 

While the matter is being tossed 
back and forth by the dty officials, 
they are keeping an eye cocked on 
Lansing to see if the state “blows the 
whistle” for violation of the city 
charter.

Three R omul lb volunteer fire 
fighters are alive today after 
miraculously escaping death Friday 
when their fire truck flipped over 
while racing to put out a fire at 
Metropolitan Airport. 

Driver William Krueger, 45, and 
George Mitchell, 33, and James 
Darnell, 27, were occupants in the 
truck when Krueger reportedly had 
to swerve to miss an oncoming car 
which had turned left into their path. 

According to Romulus Fire Chief, 
John Wilhide, when Krueger had to 
slam on his brakes to avoid hitting 
the car, the truck hit the crub at the 
comer of Goddard and Rogell Drive 
and flipped completely over on its 
roof. 

“It’s truly a miracle that none of 
the three was hurt, especially 
Mitchell,” exclaimed Wilhide 
afterward. 

“From the information I received 
at the scene, a car turned left right 
into the path of the fire truck”. 
Wilhide said. “The driver had to jam 
on the brakes but he had 12 tons of 
vehicle to control ” 

“Healmo6t made the turn but hit the 
curb and the truck flipped As the 
truck was turning over, Mitchell, 
who was sitting in the jumpseat 
right behind the driver, jumped out 
the passenger door but tripped on 
the curb and fell. The truck 
overturned right on top of Mitchell 
but the part that fell on him was the 
opening of the engine compartment 
on the passenger’s side, the only 
place he could have survived.” 
Wilhide said 

The fire in Metropolitan Airports’ 
south terminal’s ventilating system 
broke out at 6:05 p.m. Friday, at the 
peak of rush hour, thus congesting 
traffic even more than usual 
However, the fire was mostly all 
smoke and while more than 1,000 
passengers had to be evacuated, no 
serious injuries were t reported 

Fire Chief Wilhide was inside 
battling the smoke when he received 
information over his walkie-talkie 
that the R omul lb fire truck had 
overturned 

**My first impression when I came 


rushing up to the entrance and saw 
the truck was that someone had been 
seriously hurt, “Wilhide said. 

Capt. Gary Centek, of Station No. 1 
at Bibbins and Shook, was following 
the truck driven by Kreuger and 
thought the same thing. 

“I felt sure that somebody had 
been seriously hurt or even killed,” 
Centek told Wilhide later. 

“I ha ve two ma in thoughts in mind 
over this unfortunate incident,” 
Wilhide pointed out Monday. “First, 
I’m thankful the good Lord watched 
over these fine men. Secondly, I 
want everybody to know that these 
men have the highest and finest 
training possible and do a top-notch 
job.” 

The fire chief wanted to dispel any 
false notions citizens might get trom 
hearing of the accident. 

“These are excellent drivers. 
They must pass periodic tests and be 
well-trained,” he said “But when 
you have hundreds of people 
involved and it’s an emergency 
situation, you do the best you can. 

Jerry Kubiak, director of public 
safery, echoed Wilhide’s sentiments. 
“We’re certainly thankful no one 
was seriously injured in the terminal 
or when our fire truck overturned,” 
he said. “However, I feel it’s vital 
for local residents to know that our 
fire department is rated as one of the 
fastest responding volunteer units in 
the state 

“That high ranking is reflected in 
our insurance rates in the xity”, 
Kubiak said. “We have dedicated 
people and the espirit de corps is 
great!” 

Fire Inspector Bill Fralick, who 
also serves as a volunteer fireman 
on his free time, said an insurance 
agent would fly in from Chicago this 
week to inspect the amount of 
damage to the American LaF ranee- 
built fire truck 

Fralick and five other volunteer 
members of Station No 4 at 
Eureka Road and Brandt raced to 
their local unit to be of service just in 
case 

“Without even being called, these 
men were ready if there were any 
other fires in the city while the 
Airport fire was being fought,” 
Fralick said

Michigan ski resorts prepare for winter 


Expanded facilities at half of 
Michigan'sski areas, introduction of 
hourly rates and more emphasis on 
families and groups are expected to 
draw the largest crowds in the 
history of the slopes this winter, 
according to the Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

Michigan's 1.2 million alpiners 
will be able to choose from 58 ski 
areas, one more than last year. 
Although one ski area operating last 
season— Timber Lee near Traverse 
City— will not open this winter, two 
others, previously closed, will 
reopen with new names and owners. 

Operators statewide are hoping 
that investments in new hills, 
equipment and buildings will lead to 
a 15 to 20 percent business 
expansion, the same as last year. 

An improved economy, steadily 
increasing interest in the outdoors 
and more people looking for quick 
mid-winter mini-vacations were 
cited most often by lodge managers 
for skiing's increasing popularity.

“This year more resort's than 
ever are making it easy for anyone 
to learn to ski,” said Joseph Ratke, 
Auto Club touring manager. For 
example, 81 percent of all ski areas 
listed in the Auto Club’s 1977 guide 
offer rental equipment, with ski 
instructions available at 86 percent. 

Skiers with children will find one- 
third of all facilities offering 
babysitting, with many sponsoring 
nursery ski schools for youngsters 
able to take to the slopes. 

In addition, 42 areas offer cross- 
county skiing, up 27 percent from 
last season. One Upper Peninsula 
resort, Brule Mt. near Iron River, 
offers a Michigan first-lighted trails 
for night cross-country 'skiing.

others. At three areas, including 
Hanson Hills near Grayling, price 
information was unavailable. One 
area lowered daily fees and still 
another now charges by the hours. 

Daily weekend lift fee of $10— the 
highest in the state— are in effect at 
Boyne ML, Boyne Falls, Boyne 
Highlands, Harbor Springs, Sugar 
Loaf, Cedar, Schuss Mt., 
Mancelona, and Indianhead Mt., 
Wakefield. Fees at both Boyne 
resorts are unchanged while Scuss 
Mt. and Indianhead Mt. increased 
$ 1 . 

Three ski areas dropped lift fees 
for his winter. Snowsnake near at 
Harrison night fees went from $4 to 
$3.50, while Irish Hills near Onsted 
dropped night fees from $6 to $5. 
Traverse City Holiday near 
Traverse City lowered daily fees 
from $6 to $5.50. 

Here’s a brief look at what skiers 
can expect in state tourist regions 
this winter: 

SOUTHEAST MICHIGAN — 
Detroit-area residents can ski days 
and any night at seven of eight areas 
operating this season. Lift fees vary 
from $3.50 to $8. Mt. Holly’s year-old 
,800-foot run has been w idened by 60 
feet, and Mt. Brighton has expanded 
its lodge and increased its rental ski 
stock to 1,700 pairs. Mt. Grampian, 
Oxford, increased snowmaking 
capacity 50 percent and added a 
powder snowmaker. Alpine Valley 
near Milford, improved its 
cafeteria, and Black Forest, Port 
Huron, bought 150 pairs of 
rental skis. 

EAST MICHIGAN - The region’s 


10 ski areas offer 112 runs, catering 
to economy-minded families. Only 
Sylvan Knob. Gaylord, and Skyline, 
Grayling, offer package rates at 
nearby motels or chalets. Lift 
tickets are from $5 to $7.50. Nine 
areas offer ski schools. Mott Mt., 
near Farwell, sports a new rental 
shop and is one of the few Michigan 
areas using unrelated GM 
(Graduated Length Method) 
techniques. Mio ML increased its 
snowmaking capacity, while 
Snowsnake, near Harrison, added a 
ski shop and remodeled its beginner 
hill. 

WEST MICHIGAN — Twenty of 
this region’s ski areas offer package 
deals, featuring lift tickets and 
lodging, while 11 offer rooms, 
chalets or condominiums near the 
slopes, making it the state’s most 
popular ski-vacation area. Daily 
weekend lift fees range f rom $2.50 to 
$10. Boyne Mt. at Boyne Falls plans 
four new outdoor tennis courts. 
Winterskol near Lakeview doubled 
its lodge capacity and boasts the 


state’s best lighting for night 
skiing on a new 1,800-foof run Swiss 
Valley at Jones has a new 500-foot 
beginner slope. Oystal Mt. near 
Thompsonville has six miles of new 
cross-country trails, and Royal 
Valley near Buchanan has a new 
cocktail lounge and 1, 400-floor 
intermediate run and has added a 
rope tow. 

UPPER PENINSULA — With 
runs more than a mile long and the 
highest vertical drops in the State, 
the U.P.’s 14 ski areas are the 
closest some midwestemers get to 
mountain skiing. Six areas offer 
package rates and nine have 
chalets, condos or rooms near the 
slopes. Tickets cost $1 to $10 daily. 
At Brule Mt., two miles of cross 
country trails are lighted for night 
use, lift capacity has been increased 
40 percent and 16 camping sites with 
electricity have been added. Big 
Powderhom near Bessemer has 
added a 2,500-foot novice- 
intermediate run plus a double 
chairlift. A $300,000 chalet has been 
added at the state-owned Porcupine 
Mt. ski area near Ontanagon. 
Indianhead Mt. near Wakefield 
installed a new double chairlift, and 
Vulcan USA near Vulcan 
redesigned its beginner hill and 
added snowmaking to all runs.

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Seniors' hot lunches stopped cold 


Plans for a hot lunch program for 
senior residents living in Van Buren 
Township and the City of Belleville 
have been stopped cold 

Sponsors have no place to serve 
the meals. 

“Several prospective sites have 
been examined, but unfortunately 
few possibilities remain,” said Mary 
Nichols, senior citizens’ co- 
ordinator, in describing her efforts 
to secure a place to serve the meals. 

“The most crucial thing is that we 
stand to lose a substantial amount of 
federal grant money available for 
senior citizens if we don’t locate a 
building by Friday, Dec. 3,” Miss 
Nichols said. 

“We can either rent a building, or 
if we find a suitable structure, we 
may be able to buy it,” she said, 
“but the government requires a 
certain amount of local community 
support before we can get the funds 
to purchase a building.” 


But, so far joint efforts of Miss 
Nichols and Senior Citizen Resource 
Counselor Salina Day, senior 
citizens* resource counselor in 
Belleville, have not been successful. 

“It is required that the building we 
use for senior citizens’ hot lunches 
be at basement or first floor level 
and must be available at least one 
hour per day Monday through 
Friday,” said Miss Nichols. 

“It seems that millions of dollars 
are being spent for everything else 
while our senior citizens go without 
— and that’s a shame. Without 
community support, this hot lunch 
plan will remain on the drawing 
board and the seniors will be the 
ones to suffer.” 

Providing they find a place to 
serve the hot meals, the start of the 
“food and friendship” project will 
provide nutritionally sound catered 
lunches to area residents at least 60 
years of age. 


Meals for home-bound seniors also 
are available, but these must be 
delivered by volunteer, drivers. 

Each menu will include a meat 
dish, starch vegetable, green 
vegetable, roll or bread, butter, 
dessert and milk. A 50-cent donation 
is requested, but seniors unable to 
pay still will be served, she said. 

“Besides promoting better health 
through improved nutrition, this 
type of program would provide 
Belleville and Van Buren retirees an 
excellent opportunity to renew 
frienships and to make new ones, 
Miss Nichols said.

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Smith blames court-imposed costs

for end of free township patrols 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Royce E. Smith of Belleville has 
blamed court-imposed jail costs for 
creating a county budget crunch 
which will lead to a tentative 
decision to end free Sheriffs patrols 
in townships as of June 30, 1977. 

Blasting the courts for “making a 
shambles of the county budget,’* 
Smith also demanded greater 
productivity from the 20 judges of 
Detroit Recorder’s Court. 

Smith, whose 27th District 
encompasses a large portion of 
Western Wayne County, including 
four townships, spoke out angrily 
after the county Board of 
Commissioners decided tentatively 
to end the township patrols June 30, 
1977. 

The action on the patrols was 
included in the tentative county 
budget approved by a majority of 
commissioners, meeting as the 
Ways and Means Committee, Oct. 
26. 

Smith said he will fight to reverse 
the decision when the Board of 
Commissioners meets tomorrow to 
take final action on the budget. The 
county fiscal year begins Dec. 1. 

Smith aimed his criticism at the 
Recorder's Court bench and at a 720- 
prisoner limit imposed at the present 
county jail by a panel of three 
Wayne County Circuit Court judges. 
Smith recalled that in 1970 the jail 
housed as many as 1,800 prisoners. 

Smith was among the sponsors of 
a resolution which warns of 
additional heavy costs for housing 
jail prisoners and “implores” 
Recorder’s and Circuit courts to 
increase their rates of disposing of 
criminal cases. 

The resolution calls on the judges 
“to immediately increase their

judicial productivity in order to 
move inmates through the criminal 
justice system at a rate which will 
significantly reduce the jail 
population.” 

In the resolution, the Board of 
Commissioners requests the 
Michigan Supreme Court to appoint 
monitors for the two lower courts 
“to monitor judicial productivity 
and make regular public reports.” 

The resolution also asks that the 
State Legislature and the governor 
review the productivity of 
Recorder’s Court, and that the 
presiding Circuit Court judge 
“relieve us from the orders of the 
three-judge panel”. 

Smith said the current number of 
county jail prisoners is about 1,250— 
a population that “I believe could be 
housed in the downtown jail without 
violation of the prisoners’ rights”. 

“I maintain that these prisoners 
should not have hotel-style living 
conditions while in jail,” he added. 
“I don’t believe in allowing 
inhumane conditions, but I don’t 
think accused felons should get the 
red carpet treatment either.” 

Smith said the conditions imposed 
by the 3-judge panel have pushed the 
daily cost per prisoner to $38 at the 
downtown jail and $40 at the Detroit 
House of Correction. The daily cost 
was $22 before the panel imposed its 
present requirements. 

Smith said the cost of housing 
prisoners at the Detroit House of 
Correction coupled with a 
renovation and operation of a vacant

county hospital building as a semi- 
permanent facility for 250 prisoners, 
probably will reach $10 million. 

“In addition, a state law requires 
the county to spend nearly $10 
million on the operation of 
Recorder’s Court,” he added. “We 
have a right to expect the 
Recorder’s judges to get off their 
duffs and reduce the jail 
population.” 

Noting that the county faces on 


$8.2 million budget deficit as of Nov. 
30, Smith declared: “Our budget 
crisis is a direct result of the 
skyrocketing costs emanating from 
the courts. What really bums me up 
is the fact that the commissioners 
from Detrvt voted to cut off the 
township patrols on June 30 with the 
claim that Western Wayne County is 
receiving services that the City of 
Detroit doesn’t get from the 
Sheriff.” 


“Some time back, there was talk 
of the City of Detroit forming its own 
county,” he concluded. “I am all for 
that. It would be a plus for the 
majority of residents who now live in 
other communities.” 

In its Ways and Means action, the 
Board of Commissioners accepted a 
recommendation from the Board of 
County Auditors that localities 
wishing to receive Sheriff’s patrol 
services be required to pay for the 
services. 

Smith represents the cities of 
Belleville, Plymouth and Wayne, 
plus Canton, Plymouth, Sumpter 
and Van Buren townships, as well as 
portions of Westland and Northville 
Township.

The nation's third GI Bill, which has provided educational assistance loro.o 
million veterans and active-duty members with military service since Feb. 1, 
1955, will not be available for persons entering the armed forces after Dec. 31, 
1976.' 

TheVeterans Education and Employment Assistance Act of 1976 (PL-94-502), 
signed into law by President Gerald Ford Oct. 15, set the termination date for 
GI Bill eligibility. It also designated Dec. 31, 1989 as the closing date for all 
training for those already eligible under this program. 

Offsetting the end of Gl Bill eligibility, the new law created a voluntary 
contributory educational assistance program for persons taitiaUy entering 
military service after Dec. 31, 1976.

Special interests, politicians go hand in hand

Political campaigns are full of 
deceit, duplicity and counterfiet 
claims. Little wonder so many 
eligible voters stay home on election 
day. By the time the contest reaches 
it’s orgiastic finish, about half the 
people are so confused and disgusted 
they would like to forget the whole 
messy affair.

Enterprise -Roman 
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National energy 
policy is needed 


THREE YEARS ago, the 
Arab states annouhed an oil 
embargo "and production 
cutback that caused a five- 
fold increase in the price of 
petroleum, leading to the loss 
of 500,000 jobs and 10 billion 
dollars in national produc- 
tion in our country. 

Since that time, the United 
States has done little or 
nothing to formulate a 
comprehensive national 
energy policy. Instead we 
have 50 energy policies that 
often are in conflict with 
each other. 

The national energy 
situation has gone from bad 
to worse. An oil embargo 
would hurt Michigan and the 
United States more today 
that it did in 1973. Consider 
the following: 

• The United States 
imports of oil have grown 
from 33 percent of total 
consumption in 1973 to ap- 
proximately 45 percent. 

• The Arab countries 
involved in the embargo 
supplied 11 percent of our oil 
demands in 1973 and now 
supply about 18 percent. 

• Domestic oil 
production has fallen to 8.04 
million barrels/day, the 
country's lowest level in 10 
years. Just six years ago, the 
nation reached a peak 
production of 9.6 million 
barrels/jay. 

• Saudi Arabia has 
replaced Venezuela and 
Canada as the leading 
foreign supplier of oil to the 
American market. 


IN SPITE of decreasing 
domestic energy supplies, 
Michigan and the rest of the 
nation continue to consume 
more energy than ever 
before— much of it 
wastefully. 

The International Energy 
Agency, a 17-nation group of 
energy consuming industrial 
states, has consistently cited 
the conservation effort of the 
United States as the worst 
among members of the 
association. 

Since Michigan has few 
energy resources of its own, 
the state has no choice but to 
launch a major effort to 
eliminate waste in energy 
consumption in all sectors of 
the Michigan economy. In 
this way, the state could also 
serve as an example to the 
rest of the nation. Now would 
be a good time to start, 
especially since Gov. 
Milliken has proclaimed 
November Energy Month. 

The federal government 
must also develop a com- 
prehensive energy policy. 
The policy must address 
itself to the immediate 
problems caused by our 
nation's dwindling energy 
supplies and to long-term 
solutions. 

By default, rather than by 
decision, our country is 
currently increasing its 
dependence on foreign 
sources— a dependence that 
leaves our economy's 
stability vulnerable to 
sudden curtailments, as in 
1973.

Take one of the less than edifying 
ruses as an example. It has become 
almost routine for one candidate to 
brand another candidate with a 
“Special Interest” label. 
Designation of an opposing 
candidate as a pawn of unidentified 
special interest groups is a favorite 
stratagem to cast doubt about the 
sincerity and motives of the 
opposition. Such accusation is 
intended as an opprobrium, a 
stigma, a derogation. 

The term, “Special Interest” 
acquired an unfavorable 
connotation back in the early new 
deal days of the 1930’s when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt called 
organized business groups “Special 
Interests’’ because they opposed his 
anti-business policies. Typically, the 
public accepted the slur without 
analysis. It has been a political 
epithet since then. 


It is ironic that Roosevelt 
popularized the expression. He was 
elected and controlled throughout 
his reign by the most unlikely 
coalition of diverse special interest 
groups. They gained awesome 
powers to dominate elections and 
political decisions for the past four 
decades. 

Actually there is nothing 
.inherently evil with special interest 
groups. A special interest and the 
public interest are not necessarily 
incompatible. All organizations of 
all types are special interest groups. 
That is why they were organized in 
the first place. Organizations come 
into existence because some people 
recognize a common special 
interest. They form an organized 
group to promote and protect that 
interest. They expect to share in the 
benefits of their joint efforts. 

Ethnic groups, religious groups, 
social groups, labor groups, 
environmental groups, consumers’ 
groups, veterans’ groups, womens’ 


groups, business groups, 
professional groups and hundreds of 
others are special interest groups. 
The bowling league, the Epworth 
League and The Society For the 
Preservation of Historical Sites are 
special interest groups. So is 
Common Cause and the Nader 
snoopers. 

The emergence of these self 
annointed public interest groups as 
political brokers is a matter of 
public relations terminology. These 
groups are as special interest in 
design and operation as the other 
traditional organizations. A small 
elite band representing a narrow 
special interest control the policies 
and programs of these so-called 
public interest groups with 
dictatorial ruthlessness. 

All these special groups are legal 
entities. Each serves a specific 
purpose for its special interest 
membership. Each claims that its 
activities serve the public interest. 
Several hundred thousand special 


interest groups are directly involved 
in some phase of our democratic 
system of government. Each of 
these politically oriented groups 
gives political representation to a 
given group of citizens. All 
politicians in office and all 
candidates seeking office have some 
special ties. They are all subject to 
pressures from segments of their 
constituencies through a wide 
variety of competing and conflicting 
special interests. ' 

All elections and all major 
political decisions are determined 
by the pressures of special interests. 
The motivating force behind all 
government at all levels is the 
competitive struggle among special 
interests. 

These are political facts of life. 
According to historians and political 
philosophers, it has been that way 
since antiquity. Probably it will be 
that way for eternity or at least until 
civilized society destroys itself 
through excesses. Then the process 
will start all over again. 

When a politician accuses an 
opponent of being a tool of some 
special interest group, you can be 
sure it is an attempt to divert 
attention from the accuser’s own 
special interest affiliations. 
Politicians are not opposed to 
special interests. They are just 
opposed to groups that oppose their 
election.

Actual savings may be minimal 


Buying clubs and services tempt 
inflation-battered consumers 
because of the large savings they 
appear to offer. Since buying clubs 
eliminate the middle person, they 
claim to offer substantial price 
reductions on a wide variety of 
products. However, the actual 
savings may be minimal. 

In order to become a member of a 
buying club, a person must pay a 
membership fee ranging from $6 per 
year to $400 for a 10-year 
membership. Most contracts do not 
include a provision for 
reimbursement if the club should 
leave the area or go out of business 
before the expiration of a member’s 
-contract. 

A buying club acts as an 
intermediary between the shopper 
and the manufacturer. A member 
usually orders an item from the

club’s catalog which the club 
forwards to the participating 
manufacturer. The manufacturer 
then ships the merchandise to the 
club’s office where it may be 
delivered to or picked up by the 
consumer. In other cases, the 
consumer tells the club what he or 
she wants and the club negotiates

with cooperating manufacturers for 
the best price. Because overhead 
costs are low, the customer initially 
pays only the factory price of the 
item. 

However, there are generally 
additional charges. Consumers are 
often required to pay a service 
charge for each order as well as 
shipping costs. In addition, they may 
be charged for delivery and 
installation expenses. Club 
contracts also warn that final costs 
for an item may differ from the 
original quoted price, if the 
manufacturer has raised the 
wholesale price 

Although all purchases include 
manufacturers’ warranties and 
service policies, many clubs do not 
issue their own warranties on the 
merchandise. In fact, some clubs 
have clauses in their contracts 


stating they are not responsible for 
any goods after they are accepted by 
members. Therefore, consumers 
should carefully examine the 
merchandise before accepting their 
orders 

Before you decide to join a buying 
club or service, the Michigan 
Consumers Council urges you to 
follow these guidelines: 

L Compare prices listed in the 
club’s catalog with those of local 
retail stores. Remember to add 
appropriate shipping, service, 
delivery and installation charges. 

2. Consider the membership of 
both short and long-term contracts. 
By initially becoming a short-term 
member, you may be able to assess 
how much you would use the service. 
In addition, you would protect 
yourself if the club goes out of 
business. 

3 Be wary of clubs which promise 
outlandish discounts or incredibly 
valuable free gifts. 

4. Study the club’s guarantee, 
return and delivery policies. 

5. Check the club's reputation with 
a government or private consumer 
protection agency. Be sure to ask 
how long it has been in business. 

6 Avoid clubs which prohibit 
prospective members from taking 
home their contracts for further 
study or consultation with their 
attorney.

'Idiotic' tax policies ruined New York

HANOVER, N.H. - Some years 
back, my brethren of the press 
regularly ranked the 50 states in 
terms of “tax effort.” State regimes 
willing to impose heavy tax burdens 
for social programs were regularly 
honored with the encomium: 
“progressive.” Those that lagged in 
raising revenues for education and 
welfare were routinely disparaged 
as reactionary and backward. 


Invariably, the Empire State of 
Governor Nelson A. Rockefeller led 
the list as “most progressive.” 
Reporters covering governors* 
conferences conceded that the Rock 
was the class of the league. His 
aides’ briefcases bulged with task 
force studies on complex new 
programs, which the Rock 
generously shared with envious and 


admiring colleagues. 

In a similar ranking of major 
cities for “tax effort,” John V. 
Lindsay’s New York was likewise, 
Number One. 

With the Big Apple almost belly up 
in the Bicentennial, we know now 
how idiotic were the criteria by 
which we judged. The tax -and- 
spending policies, for which Lindsay 


and Rockefeller were hailed, were 
not “progressive” at all.

They drove away citizens 
t and jobs by the hundreds bf 
thousands, dragging the city and 
state to the precipice of financial 
collapse.

Denying realities has placed 
U.S. foreign policy in trouble

WASHINGTON — ‘There is an 
unwritten code in the world,’’ wrote 
the late French statesman-soldier 
Charles de Gaulle, “that realities 
should be hidden beneath surface 
apperances. And whenever someone 
makes those realities known, people 
never get over it.” 

This sage observation came to 
mind when the chairman of the joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Gen. George S. 
Brown, correctly concluded that the 
state of Israel was a “military 
burden" to the United States. The 
storm Brown unleased for making 
public this reality speaks forcefully 
to why U. S. foreign policy, pursued 
by a procession of past presidents, is 
a combination of dangerous folly 
and of foolishness. 

The reality is that Israel, as 
Brown pointed out, is a burden. 
During the 1973 Yom Kippur War the 
operational military inventory of the 
NATO nations was stripped of 
strategic weapons to replace Israeli 
losses The denunciation of Brown 
by Jimmy Carter and the public 
reprimand by President Ford were, 
essentially, attempts to deny the 
reality of a fact of life after 
American Jewish leaders denounced 
the statement by this nation’s 
number one soldier. No one denied 
the substance of Brown’s statement, 


only that he chose to make the 
reality public! 

This hypocritical exercise 
illustrates why American foreign 
policy has been in trouble for so 
many years. Because of domestic 
political pressures, this nation has 
sought to deny certain realities, 
among them that the conduct of our 
foreign policy has not always been in 
the national self-interest of 
America. For historical, political 
and moral reasons we have chosen 
to champion Israel at the cost of a 
good relationship with the majority 
of Arab nations — a number of 
which hold our economic fate and 
well being in their hands. Saudia 
Arabia, for example, is this nation’s 
largest supplier of oil. Yet, both 
Ford and Carter strongly backed 
attempts by Israel and its vocal 
supporters in this nation to break the 
Arab blacklist of American 
businesses doing business with 
Israel. Such a policy may gain 
political support here at home but it 
could prove disastrous to this 
country’s long-term economic and 
political interests abroad. 

These issues were not discussed in 
the just-concluded presidential 
campaign. And when they were 
raised by Brown they were 


immediately consigned to political 
oblivion. The issues were further 
clouded by the emotional outburst of 
American Jews who, once again, 
insist that such public statements 
amount to anti-Semitism. This is an 
evasion, not an answer to the serious 
foreign policy question implied in 
Brown’s comments. It is clear that 
there is to be no public debate or 
discussion because a voiciferous 
political minority can bring 
pressure to bear to prevent public 
discussion. 

Our foreign policy in Africa has 
fallen victim to the same folly. Both 
Mr. Ford and Mr. Carter strongly 
backed “majority black rule” in 
Rhodesia and eventually in South 
Africa. Both have assumed this 
foreign policy posture because they 
believe this will gain them 
substantial political support of 
American blacks. Such a foreign 
policy, however, is likely — in the 
long run — to aid Soviet ambitions 
in southern Africa, doom the black 
majority in both nations to the kind 
of one-party dictatorship now in 
force in other black-ruled nations, 
and deny the U.S. strategic 
materials such as chrome in 
Rhodesia and gold in South Africa. 
Clearly what the U.S. has to gain 
from its policy in Africa is dubious 


State legislators eye 
bigger paychecks

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LANSING — It looks like it will be 
a happy new year Jan. 1 for the 
leaders of Michigan state 
government. 

They should be drawing bigger 
paychecks beginning then as a result 
of the deliberations of the State 
Officers Compensation Commission 
— the group which decides the 
salary question. 

With its information gathering 
activities completed, all that lays 
before the seven members is to mull 
over the information and pick some 
numbers. Their attitude and the 
information they’ve put together all 
point to a pay hike. 

This commission seems much 
more friendly towards the officials it 
is dealing with than the last two 
commissions. Four years ago 
officials get nothing and two years 
ago the commission grudgingly 
awarded a $2,000 raise to legislators, 
then tried to take back $950 because 
lawmakers had sweetened their own 
fringe benefits. The courts said that 
was improper, however, and the 
lawmakers got the full amount. 

This time around the members 
have been cordial in their treatment 
of those testifying in favor of raises. 
The public figures involved, for their 
part, have been more circumspect in 
their approach. 

Gov. Milliken, who has said he 
doesn’t care what happens to his 
own pay, asked in a letter for raises 
for legislators, the lieutenant 


governor and the Supreme Court. 
The majority and minority leaders 
in the House and Senate asked in a 
letter for raises. Chief Justice 
Thomas G. Kavanagh asked the 
commission to come up with a 
unified proposal to tie the salaries of 
all judges in the state to Supreme 
Court salaries to eliminate the 
current system. Now, responsibility 
for judicial salaries is split among 
the commission, the legislature and 
the local governmental units of the 
state. 

In testimony before the 
commission from such diverse 
groups as the State Bar, General 
Motors, Ford Motor Co., and the 
state superintendent of public 
instruction, the theme sounded was 
the same. You get, they all 
testified, what you pay for. Without 
a raise in salary levels, the quality of 
the institutions involved will 
deteriorate. 

“It is important,” Ford’s Horace 
Sheldon said, “to keep legislative 
service within the reach of a large 
segment of society. Too many people 
in the state, who the state needs, 
can’t afford to stay in public 
service.” 

Milliken advanced the same 
argument in his letter. 

“I find it disturbing that within the 
past few years several outstanding 
elected officials in both the 
legislative and executive branches 
of government have found it 
necessary to leave public office due 


in part to financial pressures,” he 
said. 

State Bar President George 
Bushnell pointed out that the cost of 
living has risen 44 percent since 1970 
and suggested state salary levels 
should at least keep pace. 

That would mean a salary of 
$21,600 for legislators, instead of 
their current $19,000; $64,800 for the 
governor, instead of his current 
$45,000; $36,000 for the lieutenant 
governor, instead of his current 
$27,500; and $60,800 for supreme 
court judges, instead of the current 
$43,500. 

Those may seem like stupendous 
increases, but it should be 
remembered the idea is to attract 
the best possible people into those 
jobs, since they have such a 
profound effect on the lives of every 
resident of the state. 

State government is a $6 billion a 
year business and similar positions 
of responsibility in a private 
corporation with those revenues 
would be much higher in salary. If 
the governor’s salary were raised to 
$64,800, that would still only be a 
middle level management salary in 
one of the Big Three automakers. 

That seems to be the frame of 
mind of the seven members on the 
commission this time around. If it 
prevails, it will be a happier New 
Year for officeholders, and the 
pressure will be on them to show 
they deserve the pay.

our national interests and to the 
interests of African blacks. 

In Both the cases of U.S. policy in 
Africa and in the Middle East, no 
public discussion or dissent is 
allowed, and any dissenters are 
branded as “anti-black” or “anti- 
Jewish.” The realities, in other 
words, are to be hidden beneath 
surface appearances for domestic 
political tranquility. Thus, since our 
political leadership here at home 
persists in denying realities, it is 
little wonder that reality retaliates 
in the form of Arab oil embargoes, 
which helped create the recent 
economic recession worldwide, or 
saw Angola overrun by the Russians 
and Cubans. 


Comes now a 44-page documented 
study from Dartmouth professor 
Colin Campbell and his wife, 
Rosemary, which dynamites the 
final defense line of Wagner, 
Rockefeller, Lindsay and Beame. 
The work is titled: “A Comparative 
Study of the Fiscal Systems of New 
Hampshire and Vermont, 1940- 
1974.” 

In climate, topography, size and 
economic circumstance, no two 
states are more alike. They differ 
markedly, however, in “tax effort.” 

Where Vermont is the third most 
heavily taxed state in the Union 
(right behind New York), New 
Hampshire ranks 47th. In Vermont, 
there is both a general sales and 
income tax; New Hampshire is the 
only state in the Union with neither. 
Local and state taxes upon the 
Vermonter are 47 percent higher 
than upon his neighbor across the 
Connecticut River 

If higher taxes and more 
government meant better services, 
certainly that should be reflected 
here. But the results of the Campbell 
study are these: 

Though Vermont spends 9.6 
percent of personal income on 
education, to New Hampshire’s 6.6 
percent, the educational 
achievement of adults in both states 
is the same, a median of 12.2 years of 
schooling. In New Hampshire the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores of 
high school students are slightly 
higher; and the pay of elementary 
and high school teachers is likewise 
higher than in Vermont. 

Vermonters pay 4 percent of 
personal income on roads and 
highways to 2.9 percent in New 


Hampshire. Yet the Campbells 
could find no discernible difference 
in the quality of the respective road 
systems. 

As for welfare, benefits per family 
are roughly equal or higher in New 
Hampshire, though only two percent 
of personal income in the Granite 
State goes for welfare, compared to 
3.1 percent in Vermont. 

Well, you may respond, perhaps 
Vermont uses broad-based taxes to 
reduce the burden on property 
owners, or prevent heavy borrowing 
that would put the state deeply into 
debt. Wrong, on both counts. 
Property taxes in New Hampshire 
take 6.2 percent of personal income, 
compared to 6.6 percent in Vermont. 
And state and local debt in Vermont 
is twice what it is across the river. 

Is New Hampshire perhaps more 
favored with federal funds? Wrong 
again. Vermont gets federal 
assistance equal to 7.2 percent of 
personal income, twice the 
percentage given New Hampshire. 

TYie final proof arrived last week. 
The New Hampshire unemployment 
rate is now 3.5 percent, lowest in the 
nation, equal to “full employment” 
even by liberal standards. In 
Vermont eight percent of the labor 
force is looking for a job. 

What does it all mean? That when 
politicians talk about raising taxes 
to improve the “quality of life,” it is 
not your life they are talking about. 
And the governors of the 50 states 
would do well to bum their 
Rockefeller reports and have a long 
look at the Campbell report. It is 
New Hampshire, not New York, that 
has found the way to state 
prosperity.

First aid 
stations 
available 


Wayne County Commisssioners 
Thomas Presneil of Westland and 
Royce E Smith of Belleville this 
week said portable 20-cot first aid 
stations will be provided to eligible 
locatlities in Wayne County by the 
Office of Civil Defense to strengthen 
local disaster preparedness. 

“These completely-packaged first 
aid stations and other medical 
supplies are being made available to 
local public service agencies such as 
police and fire departments, 
emergency medical units and 
hospitals,” the commissioners said 
in a joint statement. 

The equipment, with an estimated' 
total value of $3000,000, has been 
maintained by the county civil 
defense office for a number of years 
in the form of foir completely 
packaged 200-bed disaster hospitals. 

The hospitals are being broken 
down into 40 20-cot first aid stations, 
designed to be set up in facilities 
such as school gymnasiums. 
Bedding and first aid dressings and 
supplies are included. 

The commissioners explained the 
reason for giving the equipment to 
the localities: 

“The threat of a nuclear attack is 
more remote than the possibility of a 
natural disaster, such as a tornado, 
or an accident in which a.number of 
people are injured.We want these 
emergency supplies to be as readily 
available as possible. 

“The decision to break the 
supplies down into smaller packages 
and distribute it to cities and 
townships was made ity county Civil 
Defense Director George Young in 
consultation with the Board of 
Commissioners and the Michigan 
Office of Civil Defense.” 

Various qualities of individual 
medical supplies such as surgical 
instruments, as well as emergency 
building items such as nails and 
tools, also are available. Young said. 

The State Civil Defense Office 
gave approval for the release of the 
equipment to the 25 local 
governmental units under the 
jurisdiction of his office, he added. 

The eligible localities include the 
Western Wayne County 
communities of Belleville, Canton 
Township, Huron 
Township, Romulus, Sumpter 
Township, Van Buren Township and 
Westland.

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Officials laud 
out-county's 
Circuit Court 


Four Western Wayne County 
commissioners have described a 
new suburban Circuit Court 
program as a "strong beginning in 
an overall plan to bring more county 
services closer to the people." 

County officials recently 
inaugurated a pilot program in 
Westland that will bring limited 
Circuit Court services to 18 Western 
Wayne County communities. 

Commissioner Thomas Presnell of 
Westland said this is just the first 
step in a continuing effort by the 
Board of Commissioners to "put the 
services where the people are, free 
up local police and save local 
communities and citizens.” 

He announced plans to follow 
through on this "movement by out 
county commissioners to extend 
more services into the far corners of 
Wayne County" by co-sponsoring a 
resolution calling for satellite 
branches of the County Clerk's 
office. 

Also spearheading the drive to 
expand the court and other county 
services are Commissioners John 
Barr of Dearborn Heights, Royce 
Smith of Belleville and Edgar L. 
Harris of Taylor.

Barr said: "The population in 
suburban Wayne County has been 
growing at a tremendous rate. At the 
same time, many county facilities 
located in or near downtown Detroit, 
the county seat, a re congested and in 
need of relief. 

"We could help fill both needs by 
utilizing more outcounty facilities 
and initiating programs that work 
best within the framework of the 
local community.” 

Commissioner Smith added: 
"Efficiency in service, government 
and police operations was an 
important consideration in our push 
to establish the new court program. 

"But right along with that benefit 
we recognized there would be a 
significant cost savings for the local 
communities — as well as the 
individual citizen who always stands 
to save money when services are 
nearby.” 

The new suburban court program 
is expected to save local 
communities hundreds of thousands 
in tax dollars each year since police 
officers will no longer have to bring 
prisoners into downtown Detroit for 
felony pretrial court appearances. 

A courtroom in a building on the 
grounds of Wayne County General 
Hospital was opened Oct. 18 to 
handle the pretrial work for 18 
communities on a 30-40-00-day test- 
run basis. 

The 18 communities selected for 
the trial court program are Livonia, 
Bedford, Dearborn, Dearborn 
Heights, Wayne, Westland, Garden 
City, Inkster, Romulus, Belleville, 
Northville, Plymouth and the 
townships of Huron, Sumpter, Van 
Buren, Canton, Northville and 
Plymouth. 

Under the pilot program Presiding 
Circuit Court Judge James Canham 
appoints Circuit Court judges or 
designates District Court judges to 
serve in that role in the out-county 
courtrooms.

CITY OF ROMULUS ORDINANCE 

CHAPTER II 
ARTICLE 11 

AN ORDINANCE CREATING A POLICE AUXILIARY UNIT 
ESTABLISHING QUALIFICATIONS, AUTHORITY, RIGHTS 
DUTIES OF ITS MEMBERS 
SHORT TITLE: Police Auxiliary Ordinance 
SECTION 1. Creation 

11.01 There is hereby created a Police Auxiliary Unit consisting of not more 
than fifty (50) members who shall be appointed by the Mayor and the Wayne 
County Sheriff and shall serve at the pleasure of the Mayor and the Sheriff. 
The Police Auxiliary Unit shall assist and aid the regular police force of the 
City of Romulus. 

SECTION 2. Qualifications 

11.02 Members of the auxiliary unit shall be twenty three (23) years of age or 
more at the time of appointment and shall be residents of the City of 
Romulus, have a high school education or its equivalent, and have such other 
qualifications as the appointing authority may determine. At the discretion 
of the appointing authority, a screening board may be created to determine 
the qualifications herein mentioned. Such screening board shall consist of 
three (3) members appointed by the Mayor and the Sheriff. 

SECTION 3. Authority 

11.03 The Police Auxiliary Unit shall have full police powers while under the 
control and direction and in the presence of the Sheriff or his deputies. 
Members shall not carry firearms except when directed to do so by the 
Sheriff and then only under the following conditions: 

1. That each member of the Police Auxiliary Unit obtain a "Carrying 
Concealed Weapons" permit, and; 

2. That each member of the Police Auxiliary Unit be restricted to the 
carrying of firearms when in uniform, on active duty and-or while on the 
most direct route between his home and duty station. 

At the discretion of the Sheriff, auxiliary police members may be 
regularly armed with any other type weapon. Members shall perform only 
such duties as may be assigned by the Sheriff or his designated deputies and 
then only when dressed in the official uniform of the auxiliary unit. Members 
shall be available for any departmental emergencies as the Sheriff may 
determine. Such duties shall be performed within the corporate limits of the 
City of Romulus or on property outside the city limits owned by the City of 
Romulus. 

SECTION 4. Supervision 

11.04 Subject to the approval of the Mayor, the Sheriff shall prescribe rules 
and regulations for the conduct, control and administration of the auxiliary 
police unit. Each auxiliary member's record shall be reviewed at six (6) 
month intervals by the Sheriff. A training officer shall be appointed for the 
auxiliary unit by the Sheriff. Members shall obey all lawful orders of 
members of the Sheriffs department. There may be within the unit a chief 
administrator who, subject to the orders and direction of the Sheriff, 
exercises administrative supervision over the auxiliary unit. The ad- 
ministrator shall be appointed by the Mayor and the Sheriff. The Mayor and 
the Sheriff may create, within the unit, ranks subordinate to the ad- 
ministrator. 

SECTION 5. Uniforms 

11.05 The Sheriff shall, with the approval of the Mayor, prescribe the 
uniform to be worn by members of the auxiliary unit. The official uniform 
shall be clearly distinguishable from the uniform worn by the regular police 
officers of the city. The city shall provide uniforms and such equipment as 
may be deemed necessary and proper. 

SECTION 6. Workmen’s Compensation 

11.06 Members of the Police Auxiliary Unit shall be entitled to workmen’s 
compensation benefits for injuries sustained while on active duty. 

SECTION 7. Compensation 

11.07 Members of the Police Auxiliary Unit shall receive One no-100 ($1.00) 
Dollar per year for compensation for services rendered. 

SECTION 8. Severability 

11.08 Should any section clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by 
the Court to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance 
as a whole or any part thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid 
SECTION 9. Effective Date 

11.09 This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in 
a newspaper of general circulation.

County budget holds 


'77 spending 


line on 

A hold-the-line tentative annual 
budget of some $364.6 million will be 
before the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners for final action 
tomorrow, 

Both the county Board Chairman 
John Barr, and the Ways and Means 
Committee chairman, Samuel A. 
Turner, predicted an unhealthy 
money situation, but also expressed 
confidence that the county would 
survive next year without employee 
layoffs or reduction in services 
considered essential by majority of 
commissioners. 

Barr said: “In order to prevent 
layoffs or the closing of any 
departments, we have ordered 
mandatory savings throughout the 
county amounting to $2.5 million, or 
7 percent of the entire payroll. 

“We have asked every 
department to tighten their belts and 
to their utmost save money while 
still maintaining the high quality of 
service provided in the past. 

“In all of our county operations, 
are expecting a more effective use 
of both personnel and equipment, 
and a more concentrated effort in 
general management practives.” 
He also noted that for the first time 
in many years there are no 
proposals for completely new 


programs in this year’s budget 
consideration. 

Barr also said the commissioners 
will require departments to furnish 
more reporting of their activities 
this year, and that quarterly reviews 
will come under closer scrutiny. 

“We also have asked our Board of 
Auditors to give closer attention to 
our expenditures, and we are ex- 
pecting that any county employee at 
any level will help us achieve the 
aticipated savings we need to 
maintain most services and prevent 
layoffs that aren’t absolutely 
necessary.” 

Commissioner Turner said 
substantial savings will occur from 
an order not to fill most vacant job 
positions, from retirement attrition 
and a concerted effort to reduce 
overtime. 

The new budget is approximately 
$47.3 million less than asked for by 
county departments and agencies, 
and also represents an increase of 
around $31.7 million over the budget 
for the current fiscal year, which 
ends Nov. 30. 

Besides increases in costs of goods 
and services because of inflation, 
the increased budget is due 
primarily to court-ordered 
expansion of jail facilities and 


improvements at Juvenile Court. 
The two projects will cost nearly $7 
million. 

Some popu lar units in the Sheriff, s 
department suffered cutbacks, 
including the township road patrols, 
the helicopter patrol, the 
metropolitan narcotics squad and 
airport patrol, and the community 
relations division Each unit is 

funded through June 30, 1977 only. 

Anticipated revenues in the 
budget included $1.1 million which 
would have to be collected from 
towrehips for services provided by 
the Sheriffs township patrols. 

In their budget recommendation 
the auditors pointed out that both 
Circuit Court and the Michigan 
Court of Appeals ruled that the 
County has authority to curtail or 
end road patrol services, although 
the townships have appealed to the 
State Supreme Court. 

The auditors recommended that 
the helicopter patrol be eliminated 
July 1 when a labor contract which 
forced reinstatement of the patrol a 
few weeks ago expires. 

The helicopters were eliminated 
from this year’s budget as a low 
priority item, but were restored by a 
labor arbitration ruling that the cut 
was precluded by contract 


Free tests to be available 


for detection of diabetes 


I Free testing for diabetics will be 
available during Diabetes Detection 
Week, Nov. 7-13, at several hospitals 
in Western Wayne County. 

The American Diabetes 
Association-Michigan Affiliate is 
sponsoring the testing in cooperation 
I i with 147 hospitals throughout the 
state. 

Diabetes is a serious disease that 
is the leading cause of new 
blindness, and a major cause of 
heart attacks and kidney failures. 
Persons who run a high risk of 
developing diabetes are those over 
40 years of age, overweight, the 
relative of a diabetic, or the mother 
of a child weighing 9 lbs. or more at 


become a diabetic, according to 
Nancy Caputo, MD, chairman of 
detection for the the diabetes 
affiliate. 

The most common symptoms of 
diabetes are excessive thirst, 
frequent urination, constant hunger, 
loss of weight, itching, tiring easily, 
blurring vision and sow healing of 
cuts and scratches. The disease, 
however, can be present without any 
symptoms, Dr. Caputo said. 

The free testing is limited to 
residents 18 years of age and older 
who have not been diagnosed as 
diabetics previously. To assure an 
accurate test, a big meal which is 
heavy in starches and sugars, should 
be eaten approximately two hours 
before. 


A good breakfast to have before 
the test would be fruit or juice, 
cereal with milk and sugar, buttered 
toast with jam and coffee or tea. For 
those planning to have the test after 
lunch their luncheon meal could be a 
bowl of soup, sandwich, cake or pie 
for dessert and a glass of milk. The 
meal should be eaten within 15- 
minute time period and nothing else 
except water should be drunk or 
eaten before the test.

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County applies for public works funding 


Wayne County will apply for 
nearly $30 million in federal 
emergency public works funds for 
the construction of a new' Juvenile 
Court Building and 18 other capital 
improvement projects. 

The list of proposed projects was 
released by John Barr, chairman of 
the county Board of Commissioners, 
and Commissioner Royce E. Smith, 
representing the board’s Public 
Works Committee. 

Barr, noting that the federal 
program is designed to boost 
employment, said the projects 
would generate some 2,000 new 
construction jobs locally, plus 
hundreds of new jobs among 
suppliers of building materials. 

Smith said the federal funds would 
enable the county to “attend to 
pressing public facility needs that 
have been accumulating for years, 
but have been unmet due to severe 
financial restraints”. 


“For the last three yeae years, 
whenever the county budget has 
included an entry for capital 
improvements, the money has been 
used for emergency projects such as 
more jail facilities, because of our 
increasing crime problems and 
demands of the courts,” he added. 

Barr said the county is seeking $5 
million to build a new 3-story 
Juvenile Court building next to the 
court’s present complex on Forest, 
east of the Chrysler Freeway in 
Detroit. The two court buildings 
would be connected by a second- 
floor bridge. 

“Juvenile Court has outgrown its 
present quarters,” Barr said. “The 
additional space would improve the 
efficiency and effectiveness of the 
juvenile justice system.” 

Another $1,997,400 in federal funds 
is being sought for renovation of the 
present Juvenile Court building. 

Also heading the county’s 


application list for funding is $5 
million for renovation of the 
psychiatric hospital at Eloise, $4.9 
million for construction of a new 
medical examiner’s office and 
morgue, and approximately $8 
million for improvements at Wayne 
County General Hospital, plus $3.4 
million for a new Cooperative 
Extension Service facility. 

One of the more unique requests is 
$565,548 for cleaning, caulking and 
refurbishing the exterior of the old 
county building. This historically 
important building, located in 
downtown Detroit on Randolph at 
Cadillac Square, was built in 1902. 

A total of $2 billion will be 
available nationally under the Local 
Public Works Capital Development 
and Investment Act passed by 
Congress earlier this year. 

Some $157 million will be 
distributed in Michigan. The money 


is earmarked for local government 
capital improvement projects that 
will “provide stimulus to the 
economy and create jobs for the 
unemployed, particularly in the 
construction industry”, according to 
the act. 

Barr said: “Wayne County was in 
the forefront in the fight before 
Congress to obtain this badly needed 
public works money.” 

The county joined with other 
governmental units and the business 
community in a coalition to urge 
adoption of this program. 

The new Medical Examiner’s 
facility would be constructed on a 
parcel of city-owned land on Ferry 
between Rivard and Russell in 
Detroit. The present morgue dates 
from 1924 and is located at Brush 
and East Lafayette. 

The Cooperative Extension 
Service facility would consist of a 
model farm, demonstration gardens 


and an administration building. It 
would be located at Venoy and Van 
Bom roads in theCity of Wayne. The 
present extension center is located 
on Wayne Road in Wayne. 

Speaking of the old county 
building. Chairman Barr said: “We 
are hoping to get this grand old lady 
of the county all fixed up for her 75th 


birthday next year," 

Inaddition, $862,361 has been 
requested for a Sheriff’s pistol range 
at the Patrol and Investigation 
Headquarters on Henry Ruff Road 
in Westland. It is expected that 
federal action will be taken by Dec. 
1. Work is scheduled to begin March, 
1, 1977.

Beware of poisoning 


If you develop a sore 
throat, seem tired, 
depressed or dizzy after 
spraying for roaches in 
your home, or dusting 
for fungi in your garden, 
there is a possibility you 
could be suffering from 
pesticide poisoning. 

The U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) 
Region V, is asking 
residents to remember 
if they have been a rou nd 
any type of insecticide, 
herbicide or fungicide 
when reporting strange 
sickness symptoms to a 
doctor. 

EPA recently es- 
tablished a 
computerized pesticide 


poisoning reporting 
system to help health 
care workers and 
doctors. The system 
enables doctors and 
other health care 
workers to more easily 
identify cases of 
pesticide poisoning and 
come up with suitable 
antidotes. 

The system also gives 
the affected person a 
chance to know if there 
are any reported long- 
term effects from 
continuous exposure to 
the pesticide. 

Pesticide poisoning 
mimics a host of other 
symptoms, so it is 
important for the public 
to remember if they 


have been in contact 
with any type of 
pesticide. The more 
reports of data EPA 
receives, the more 
information it will be 
able to return to the 


public and health care 
workers. 

EPA computerizes 
the data after it receives 
it from the cooperating 
state health 
department.
